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..S tate will Issue funding Bonds 
Oklahoma City, Nov. 27.—By a res­ 
olution adopted by the state board of 


^nualization Saturday, offered by At­ 
torn^}-General \.cot, in em ber of the 
board, the State of Oklahoma will la­ 
bile f inding bonds to take up the en­ 
tire $2,GO?,OOO outstanding indebted­ 
ness of the state as represented in 
w arrants that are now being held by 
the various banks. This takes care of 
t e deficit 
indebtedness which the 
state board of equalization declined to 
! Provide for in making 
the 
regular 
: state levy.

Following this action the board ad­ 
journed sine die for the tax year of 
1911. except for further action pend­ 
ing 
the 
mandamus now' in the su­ 
preme court as 
to compelling the 
board to make an additional levy for 
the deficit. The mandamus was start­ 
ed in the district court of Oklahoma 
county and granted by D istrict Judge 
Taylor. 
The board took an appeal to 
the supreme court. 
The action of the board of equaliza­ 
tion Satturday la j„ accordance with 
a rticle I chapter 8 of the Snyder 1909 
statutes of the state, and the board 
proceeded on the advice of Attorney- 
Gen«ral West. 
By this law the gov- 
eror. secretary 
of state 
and

treasurer mus apply to the district 
court in the county -wherever the state 
capital Is located for funding bonds to 
take up the deficit. By the provisions 
of the resolution adopted by the board 
these bonds are to run not more than
